The suit of Franklin Ford, anti- 
Catholic agitator, brought before the 
New York Supreme Court to prevent 
the broadcast of a Holy Name break- 
fast being sent over the municipally 
owned and controlled radio station 
WNYC was dismissed by Justice In- 
| graham.

|Sunday of the breakfast of the Holy 
Name Society of the New York fire 
department. Proceedings of other 
‘Catholic and non-Catholic meetings 
have been broadcast in the past, but 
|Ford sought an injunction against the 
‘Officials of the station on the ground 
that the broadcast of the Hi ly Name 
Society breakfast would be a violation 
of the laws against separation of 
‘church and state and the propagation 
of Catholic doctrine. It was dismissed 
because the complaint did not show 
‘that Ford was a tax payer or that 
property of the city was being dam- 
aged by the broadcast.
